NEW YORK, June 1.—After com- 
pleting its first voyage across the 
Atlantic, without breaking the 
speed record held by the French 


liner Normandie, the British liner’ 


Queen Mary arrived at its Hudson 
River pier at 2:50 p. m. today and 
was docked at 3:18 ‘when passen- 
gers began to disembark. 

The trip from Quarantine was a 


triumphal welcoming journey. All 
along the route the bay was filled 
with small craft—ferries, excursion 
boats, tugs, fishing -craft and 
yachts—roaring out a welcome with 
their sirens. - 

The waterfront of Brooklyn, 
Staten Isfind, Jersey City and Ho- 
boken was lined with hundreds of

tip of Manhattan, Battery Park 
was crowded, as were the observa- 
tories atop skyscrapers. 

The thousands on the shore, par-

The convention also instructed 
its varicus local guilds throughout 
the country to join city and state 
labor bodies when “affiliation is 
consummated” and to seek member- 
ship in local printing trades ccun- 
cis. Before affiliation with the 
Federation, the convention sug- 
gested that local guilds apply to 
labor bodies and trade councils in 
their cities for permission to seat 
observers or “fraternal delegates.” 

It is not likely that the Guild’s 
position on industrial unionism in 
the newspaper industry will be met 
with much enthusiasm by at least 
one union in the industry. E. J. 
Volz, president of the International 
Photo Engravers’ Union, who ad- 
dressed the convention last Friday, 
» not only spoke at length in favor 
of the continuance of craft union- 
ism in the industry but went to to 
tell the convention that if it want- 
ed some kind of industrial union- 
ism in the industry it should apply 
for membership in the International 
Typographical Union. 

The Guild, if accepted by the 
American Federation of Labor, will 
be the third union in the newspaper 
industry which by way of conven- 
tion or through its officers has 
made some favorable expression 
concerning the practice of indus- 
trial unionism. President Howard of 
the Typographical Union is aligned 
wtih the John L. Lewis group, 
which has fostered the Committee 
for Industrial Organization, and cer- 
tain officers of the Pressmen’s 
union have spoken kindly of the 
industrial theory.

Hughes on Liberty of Contract. 

While it is important to protect 
liberty of contract, wrote Chief 
Justice Hughes in his dissent, “it 
is also necessary to prevent its 
abuse, as otherwise it could be used 
to override all public interests and 
thus in the end destroy the very 
freedom of opportunity which it is 
designed to safeguard... . 

“The test of validity is not arti- 
ficial. It is whether the limitation 
upon the freedom of contract is ar- 
bitrary and capricious or one rea- 
sonably required in order appropri- 
ately to serve the public interest in| 
the light of the particular condi- 
tions to which the power is ad- 
dressed. 

“When there are conditions which 
specially touch the health and well- 
being of women, the state may ex- 
ert its power in a reasonable man- 
ner and a similar regulation is, or 
could be, applied to men. 

“The distinctive nature and func- 
tion of women—their particular re- 
lation to the social welfare—has 
put them in a separate class. This 
separation and corresponding dis- 
tinctions in legislation is one of the 
outstanding traditions of legal his- 
tory. 

“The fourteenth amendment 
found the states with that pro- 
tective power and did not take it 
away or remove the reasons for its 
exercise. Changes have been ef- 
fected within the domain of state 
policy and upon an appraisal of 
state interests. 

“We have not yet arrived at a 
time when we are at liberty to over- 
ride the judgment of the state and | 
decide that women are not the spe- 
cial subject of exploitation because 
they are women and as such are 
not in a relatively defenseless posi- 
tion.” ! 

In a separate dissenting opinion, 
Justice Stone, joined by Justice 
Cardozo, said he agreed with all 
that the Chief Justice had said but 
tha the thought the Court should 
leave “the selection and the method 
of the solution of the problems to 
which the statute is addressed 
where it seems to me the Constitu- 
tion has left them, to the legisla- 
tive branch of the Government.” 


Law Signed by Gov. Lehman in 
1933; Its Terms and Provisions. 


The New York minimum wage 
law, signed by Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man April 29, 1933, set up machin- 
ery for investigating the wages of 
women and children in industry and 
provided. for the promulgation of 
minimum wage standards which, 
under certain conditions, could be 
made mandatory. Non-compliance 
with a mandatory regulation was 
made a misdemeanor. 

The law was strongly urged on 
the Legislature by Gov. Lehman, 
who declared\in a special’ message 
that he had overwhelming evidence 
of exploitation of such workers dur- 


ing the depression. After its pass- 
age President Roosevelt urged Gov- 
ernors of the principal industrial 
States to propose similar legisla- 
tion, and fair-wage laws subse 
quently were passed by the legis 
latures of several States. 

The New York law, as passed, 
embodied most of the provisions of 
a mode! bill sponsored by the In- 
dustrial Standards Committee of 
the National Consumers’ League. It 
declared it to be against public pol- 
icy to pay women and children a 
wage that is less than a fair return 
for the services rendered and less 
than the minimum required to meet 
the cost of living. 

“Fair Return for Services.” 

The provision for a “fair return 
for services rendered” was includ- 
ed in an effort to meet one of the 
objections raised by the United 
States Supreme Court when it held 
a minimum wage law enacted for 
the District of Columbia to be un- 
constitutional in 1923. Justice Suth- 
erland was deemed to have inti- 
mated, in the opinion, that had the 
law been based not on the cost of 
living, but on the value of services 
rendered the court might have 
viewed the statute in a different 
light. — 

The New York law provided for 
the establishment of wage boards 
whenever it should appear that 
women and children were being 
paid unreasonable and oppressive 
wages. These boards were to in- 
clude three representatives of em- 
ployers, three of employes, and 
three of the general public. 

Boards were to have full power 
to summon witnesses and examine 
payrolls. They were permitted to 
set up rates for different employ- 
ments in an industry, to vary the 
rates according to local conditions, 
and to establish differentials in 
the wages to be paid learners and 
apprentices. 

Rulings of the boards were to 
be subject to the approval or dis- 
approval of the Industrial Commis- 
sioner. If adopted by that offi- 
cial, they were to be “advisory” 
for nine months, the only penalty 
for non-compliance being public- 
ity. 

Rulings May Be Made Compulsory. 

Thereafter, if persisted non-com- 
pliance with the rulings threatened 
maintenance of fair wage standards 
in the occupation concerned, the 
rulings, after a public hearing, 
might be made compulsory. Vio- 
lation of a ruling after it became 
mandatory was made a misde- 
meanor, and an employe paid less 
than .the established- minimum 
might sue to recover the full 
amount due him. 

The law provided also that any 
employer who discriminated against 
an employe for giving information 
to a wage board should be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

New York’s highest court, the 
Court of Appeals, held the law to 


be unconstitutional in a four-to- 
three decision on the Tipaldo case 
last March. The majority opinion 
was that the law Violated provisions 
of both the State,and Federal] Con- 
stitutions concerning freedom of 
contract. 

Counsel for Tipaldo argued be- 
fore the Supreme Court that “wage- 
fixing violates a basic human right 
—the right freely ‘to bargain under 
an individual’s own estimate of the 
value of his body and mind.” 

In defending the law State’s At- 
torney-General Joln J. Bennett Jr. 
argued that “no coastitutional right 
exists to cheat and exploit another 
by reason of a nmiore potent eco- 
nomic position.”

“The fight for the protection of 
wage earners against ruthless and, 
in the long run, suicidal exploita- 
tion must and will be renewed,” An- 
drews declared. He issued a formal 
statement when he heard of the de- 
cision, 

“The,employers who are willing 
and anxious to meet fully their so- 
cial and economic obligations must 
be protected from the unfair compe- 
tition of the cut-throats,” the state- 
ment continued. 

“In the name of ‘Freedom of con- 
tract,’ the conscienceless employer 
engaging in a cut-throat competi- 
tion in which lower and lower 
prices are passed straight through 
to the workroom has been given a 
hunting license to go out and get 
women employes at lower wages or 
no cash wages at all,” Andrews 
said. “More than 20 years of hard 
work by labor unions, consumer 
and civic organizations to set up 
some sort of minimum wage protec. 
tion for women has been wiped 
out.”

OF RACKETEERS

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The 
statement that the Townsend old 
age pension organization is now “in 
the hands of racketeers” was made 
today to a House investigating 
committee by Frank L. McWade of 
Rochester, N. Y., until recently area 
manager for the movement. 

McWade, commenting on the 
makeup o the Townsend board of 
directors, said the organization is 
“now in the hands of men who 
have completely lost sight of its 
original idea.” 

“It is in the hands of racketeers,” 
he said, “and if Dr. F. E. Town- 
send is not mixed up in it then he 
would not have walked out on this 
committee.” 


Charles M. Hawks’ Testimony. 

Charles M. Hawks, recently re- 
signed state area manager for the 
Townsend organization in Massa- 
chusetts, testified on the condition 
of the movement and said it was 
now “in the hands of people who do 
not have a real idea of the Town- 
send movement.” 


Hawks, a willing witness, said 
he had been associated with the 
Townsend movement and its foun- 
der, Dr. F. E. Townsend, since its 
inception. 

He told the committee that, after 
he was subpenaed to appear, Dr. 
Townsend called him in Boston on 
the telephone and suggested that 
he disregard the subpena and not 
testify. 

“Charlie, our strategy is to pay 
no attention to subpenas,” Hawks 
quoted Dr. Townsend as saying. 
--“O K, Doc, if you say so, it is all 
right with me; I'll think it over,” 
Hawkes said he replied. 

Hawks then testified he did 
think it over and decided Dr. Town-’ 
send was being advised to violate 
a Federal law. 

“I thought more ‘of my family 
and my country than to do that, ‘a 
Hawks said. bd 

Still Loyal to Plan. 


Hawks had been with the move- 
ment since its beginning, and was 
still loyal to the Townsend plan 
for payment of $200 monthly pen- 
sion to the aged. 

“I was very disappointed when 
Dr. Townsend and others refused 
to testify,” he said. 

He told the committee that when 
he started with the movement “we 
never had a thought of such a 
thing as politics or profit.” 

Hawks concede that there was 
no one now left in the Townsend 
organization who had started orig- 
inally with Dr. Townsend. 

He said that if reports he had 
of payments being made to Towna- 
send leaders were true, it appeared 
some of them were more inspir2d 
by mercenary motives than by the 
idea of the Townsend plan. 

“I think we need a reorganiza- 
tion more than ever in the history 
of the movement,” said Hawkes. “It 
is emphatically in a deplorable con- 
dition.” 

He Welcomes Investigation. 

Hawks testified that he and 
other members of the organization 
who worked seriously and sincerely 
for the plan welcomed the congres- 
sional investigation. 

“If there was anything rotten, 
we wanted it to come out so we 
could operate clean,” he added. 

James R. Sullivan, committee 
counsel, then offered in evidence 
letters written by Dr. Clinton 
Wunder, Townsend Eastern region- 
al manager, which he asked per- 
mission to enter into the record 
without reading, because “they are 
so vicious, vile and obscene.” The 
letters were accepted for the rec- 
ord. 

“Obscene, Degrading and Filthy.” 

After several letters had been ex- 
amined Representative Lucas 
(Dem.),#Tllinois, said: 

“After reading the obscene, de- 
grading and filthy language sent: 
through the United States mails by 
a minister of God, it isn’t difficult 
to understand why Dr. Townsend 
didn’t want Dr. Wunder and Jack 
Kiefer, two members of his board, 
to testify before this committee.

But Hollingsworth had so much 
fun firing the ball around to the 
other infielders that they com- 
plained of his speed and declared 
he should be a pitcher with his 
high hard one. So when he went 
into a batting slump toward the 
close of the season, Roper changed 
him back to a pitcher. —

Al was sent to the Reds in 1934 
but it was decided he needed fur- 
ther seasoning and he was farmed 
out to Toronto, but he did so wel) 
with that club that he was back 
with the Reds last year and has 
been with them agince.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Resting quietly here after their great 
adventure in Tiger taming in Detroit, the Browns were planning for 
the opening of their series tomorrow against the Washington Sena- 
tors, who happen to be the only team in the league which has won 
every game thus far this season from Hornsby’s club. 


The Brownie pilot was undecided 
as to his opening pitcher but in- 
clined to either Jack Knott or Ivy 
Andrews. Knott relieved in two 
games at Detroit but in neither 
went more than one inning. 
Browns Win 8 of Last 14 Games. 

Just what the new month will 
bring forth is hard to predict. The 
Browns can look as good as the 
best and worse than the worst and 
it is difficult to predict which way 
they will go. But, if they continue 
to improve in June over May as 
they did in May over April, the 
chances are excellent that they will 
return home out of the cellar. In 
April, the Browns won three and 
lost 12 games for a percentage of 
200. In May, they won nine and 
lost 18 for a mark of .333 and it 
must be remembered that there was 
a 13-game losing streak. In their 
last 14 games, they have won eight 
for a percentage of .677. 

Right now, of course, their chief 
objective is seventh place and to- 
day finds the Athletics only two 
games ahead.

Until yesterday, Hornsby, though 
on the rolls as an active player, 
had not been in a single game. His 
entry yesterday was dramatic 
enough for any Broadway hit. 


Tigers Take Lead. 


The Tigers had a big inning in 
the seventh when they clubbed out 
five runs of Mahaffey and Knott 
to assume a 9—5 lead. Each team 
picked up a run in, the eighth so 
that the Tigers, going into’ the 
ninth, were leading 10 to 6. Crow- 
der, though batted briskly, seemed 
to have the upper hand but Lary, 
first up in the ninth, walked and 
Clift hit over the left field wall for 
a homer and two runs.

- Missouri's amateur baseball 
teams will have their first oppor- 
tunity to compete for the national 
sandlot title at Louisville, Ky., Sept. 
19-28, as the result of the meeting 
scheduled to take place tomorrow 
at Fredericktown. The Missouri 
Amateur Baseball Association will 
be formed at this time as a unit 
of the American Baseball Con- 
gress. 

Begun only last year, the Ameri- 
can Baseball Congress has spread 
to 30 of the 37 states east of the 
Rocky Mountains, mainly through 
ficld service provided for it by the 
Athletic Institute.

MUSSOLINI SPLITS ETHIOPIA 
INTO 5 ADMINISTRATIVE PARTS 


Two Consultative Bodies Set Up—Guarantees 
Given Moslems, Coptic Christians Re- 
united With Egyptian Church. 


By the Associated Press. 


ROME, June 1.—All Ethiopia was 
divided into five parts today by 
Premier Mussolini, creator of the 
new Roman empire. 

His cabinet approved a project 
by which each part becomes an ad- 
ministrative division. They are: 
Eritrea—Capital, Asmara; Amhara 
—Capital, Gondar; Galla and Si- 
damo—Capital, Jimma; Harar— 
Capitai, Horrer; Italian Somaili- 
land, Capital, Mogadiscio. 

The cabinet announced each divi- 
sion represented a homogeneous or- 
ganism “ethnically, geographically, 
historically and politically.” 

Addis Ababa the Capital. 

Addis Ababa was named the cap- 
ital for the new administrative or- 
ganization of Ethiopia with a vice- 
roy in charge, aided by a vice Gov- 
ernor-General and the chief of the 
general staff, the latter handling 
military matters. 

The cabinet ordered two consulta- 
tive bodies set up—a Governor’s 
Council presided over by the viceroy 
and composed of the highest offi- 
cials in Italian East Africa, and a 
general “consulta,” formed of resi- 
dent citizens chosen by the viceroy 
from established merchants and in- 
dustrialists and six chiefs and not- 
ables chosen among East African 
subjects. 

The cabinet declared “the great- 
est guarantees” for the Mohamme- 
dan religion. Also, the Coptic Chris- 
tian Church was made the object 
of explicit regulations because of 
its connection with the Coptic 
church of Egypt. These regulations, 
however, were not announced im- 
mediately. 

Link With Egypt. 

It was stated, however, that the 
Coptic church of Ethiopia now was 
reunited with the Patriarchal See 


of Alexandria and the Egyptian 
Coptic church. Traditionally, Alex- 
andria was the mother church of 
the Coptic sect to which Ethiopian 
‘bishops held _ ecclesiastical allegi- 
ance. 

In recent years the connection has 
been broken and the Coptic church 
nationalized. 

The cabinet’s move was said in 
diplomatic circles to be a gesture 
toward Egypt as an effective means 
of linking Ethiopia and Egypt in 
at least sentimental bonds. 

A cabinet communique said the 
accord was reached with the Coptic 
hierarchy of Ethiopia “so that the 
greatest development may be given 
the religious institutions of the 
Chfistian lands of Italian East 
Africa and so that the bonds which 
unite the religiois populations of 
Ethiopia with the Coptic church of 
lr shall be given cultural ef- 

ect.” 


Show of Military Strength. 

It was reported in reliable quar- 
ters today that Mussolini had de- 
cided to send more than 1,000,000 
soldiers in a test mobilization to 
the northern frontier at the same 
time the League Council resumes 
on June 16 its discussion of the 
Italian-Ethiopian war. The exhibi- 
tion is intended to show that Italy 
stands behind the declaration of its 
dictator that Ethiopia will not be 
relinqui$hed—even at the cost of a 
European war. 

Nearly all of the available army 
of 1,200,000 will participate in the 
maneuvers, it was reported, while 
part of reserve manpower, estimat- 
ed at 6,800,000, may also be _ in- 
cluded. 

The military test is expected to 
last several days.

MOVE MADE TO REGULATE 
UTILITIES UNDER HOLDING ACT 


Federal Commerce Commission Be- 
gins Survey Upon Report of 
Plans for “Maneuvering.” 

B- the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 1.— A 
nation-wide survey to determine 
how best to reshuffle the nation’s 
utility industsy under the Holding 
Company Act has been begun by 
the Securities Commission. Moved 
by reports of maneuvering in the 


industry for position in what offi- 
cials expect to develop into the 
most enormous industrial chess 
game in history, the commission is 
preparing blue-prints of how it be- 
lieves the utilities should be regu- 
lated. 

The Holding Company Act pro- 
vides for the “integration” of the 
industry beginning in 1938 so that 
companies may operate only in spe- 
cified contiguous territories with 
pyramided holding companies and 
interlocking directorates eliminat- 
ed. 

The commission’s activities have 
gone so far that three engineers 
already are inspecting the New En- 
gland field, regarded as an espe- 
cially well-integrated section even 
now, where two of the biggest com- 
panies have accepted commission 
jurisdiction, in part, at least. Eight 
different groups of experts in the 
commission are studying particu- 
lar groups of companies, both those 
which have registered with the

Still Are Hopeful.

STOCKHOLM, June 1. — With- 
drawal of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries from the League of Nations, 
if more definite guarantees of pro- 
tection and security are not forth- 
coming, is being discussed openly in 
Denmark, Sweden and Norway, as 
a result of the League’s failure in 
the Italian-Ethiopian conflict. 

Political leaders in all three coun- 
tries carefully insist that it is still 
premature and inexact to talk of 
resignation from Geneva activities, 
but faith in the League, it is gen- 
erally acknowledged, has been se- 
verely shaken. 

Disillusionment, anxiety and pes- 
simism, mixed with the hope that 
more adequate methods of insuring 
peace may yet be found, now find 
clear expression throughout Scan- 
dinavia. 

In Stockholm a poll of public 
opinion by the ultra-conservative 
newspaper Nya Dagligt Allehanda 
has revealed a 20-to-1 majority, from 
25,000 votes received, in favor of 
having Sweden leave the League 
immediately and bolster national de- 
fense instead. 

In Oslo a similar poll by the news- 
paper Aftenposten showed that 
close to 75 per cent of the 1000 read- 
ers who replied were likewise in 
favor of withdrawal from Geneva. 
The penciled comment “a small 
country can expect no help from 
the League” appeared on many of 
the ballots sent in. : 

In both these cases the results, 
with due allowance for political be- 
liefs and limited scope, are held to 
indicate a definite change of atti- 
tude toward the League. Confidence 
in its future is being shaken by 
fears that Geneva has become the 
playground of the major powers. 

Official Views Expressed. 

To Sweden’s foreign minister, 
Rikard Sandler, Sweden shares the 
position of “serious. anxiety” of all 
middle-sized and small “neutral” 
countries as regards the prevailing 
political situation in Europe and the 
League’s loss of prestige. 

“These countries,’ he stated to 
The Associated Press, “have until 
now counted on the League as a 
real factor in security. They con- 
titute a neutral group in Europe 
which is characterized by complete 
loyalty in fulfilling obligation to- 
wards the League but firmly re- 
solved not to be dragged into the 
sphere of opposing major power in- 
terests or into participation in any 
political allance.” 

In Denmark, Foreign Minister P. 
Munch, questioned as to whether 
it would be advisable for Denmark 
to leave the League, and whether 
membership in the League in- 
creased national dangers for Den- 
mark, replied: 

“The northern states, as other 
states of a similar mentality, have 
agreed in answering such ques- 
tions in the negative. The dangers 
do exist but they do not become less 
dangerous by leaving the League. 
They only can be decreased by 
changing the fearful mentality in 
the present world. There is no other 
means than the building up of that 
organization of justice which the 
League is trying to create.” 

Foreign Minister H. Koht of Nor- 
way, who a year ago stated that 
the day mght come when it would 
be opportune for his country to con- 
sider the expediency of leaving the 
League, recently declared:| “We 
ought to revise our view on differ- 
ent questions as regards the League, 
especially in the matter of sanc- 
tions.” 

Watching British Policy. 

For the moment Scandinavia 
watches British foreign policy close- 
ly, ready in many ways to follow 
the lead of Britain as in the past. 
Finland and the Baltic states in 
turn are regarded as ready in many 


dinavia. 

In Sweden the bombing of Swed- 
ish Red Cross units in Ethiopia had 
a direct influence on popular opin- 
ion as regards the effectiveness of 
the League, while commercial losses 
through sanctions have had their 
effect in all three countries.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., June l, 
—Louden Hamilten, tall, broad- 
shouldered Briton, 1 whose college 
rooms the Oxford group began, said 
today the movement seeks to revo- 
lutionize the world spiritually with 
a revival of first century Christian- 
ity. 

Hamilton told of the aims of the 
movement in an interview, while 
fellow -workers opened a week of 
testimonial meetings and “individ- 
ual life changing,” as the leaders 
call their work. There were 2500 
persons registered for the week's 
sessions. 

Hamilton said he met Dr, Frank 
N. D. Buchman of Allentown, Pa., 
who founded the movement, in his 
rooms at Oxford. Hamilton said he 
experienced “a change” after talk- 
ing with the Pennsylvanian and 
gave up a prospective teaching ca- 
reer to join Dr. Buchman in the 
work they are cerrying on today. 

“It is our aim to get church mem- 
bers to go back to church and be 
Hamilton said. 
“The movement started among ad- 
mitted sinners. We want to restore 
the Christianity of the Bible.” 

“Quiet Hour” Each Morning. 

Members of the group explained 
they spent “a quiet hour” each 
morning before breakfast, sitting 
silently and waiting for “a message 
from God.” A man asked himself 
four cardinal questions, Hamilton 
said, in an attempt to learn wheth- 
er a thought was divinely inspired. 

“He asks,” the Briton explained, 
honest, 
pure, unselfish and love.”

N St. Paul, with a population of about 

350,000, when the law was passed per- 
mitting liquor to be sold, 1166 licensed 
beer saloons were opened, and many hard 
liquor places. In the latter, liquor could 
be purchased, but drinking was not per- 
mitted. It is said that many purchased 
hard liquor, and took. it with them to 
the beer saloons and drank it. 

At first, there was no closing time for 
any of these places. Then complaints 
were filed from every part of the city by 
mothers who claimed that their boys and 
girls were out all night in the beer sa- 
loons. The City Council closed up every 
saloon about which complaints were filed, 
and now such places have been reduced 
to less than 500. 

The roadhouse seems to cause the law 
more trouble than any other place. A 
County Attorney says, “We should not al- 
low a roadhouse in our State; all the 
thugs and highwaymen make the road- 
house their hangout, and they tend to 
destroy more young men and women than 
any other place.” When St. Paul was 
“wide open,” crooks from every corner of 
the globe headed toward our city. 

The Farmer-Labor party says that 
farmers do not waht liquor, and laboring 
men do not want it—that they cannot 
drink and hold a job. That party says 
that if it comes into power, it will make 
a penalty on selling liquor so high that 
the nation will be free from its use.

GYP JOINTS AND THE BONUS. 

Through the murder of Charles Maginness last 
Thursday night, the police have become aware of 
what seems to be a concerted plan on the part of 
St. Louis gamblers to fleece veterans of their bonus 
money. Maginness was killed in an alley near his 
home on the eve of the scheduled opening of a place 
in St. Charles known as the “400 Bar,” where a 
craps game evidently was to be set up in the back 
room. Maginness was an associate of Sylvester Bald- 
win, notorious police character, and the ex-convict 


jand gambler, Tony Féley. One theory of the murder 


is that Maginness was killed because of an attempt 
to “muscle in” on what promised to be a highly 
profitable racket. 

The bonus is to be paid on the evening of June 
15 in the form of bonds which veterans will be per- 
mitted to cash immediately. In St. Louis alone, 
millions of dollars for ready cash will thus become 
available for expenditure. Many, if not most, of the 
men who are to receive the money can make good 
use of it. Some are on relief. Others have bills 
to pay. But the temptation to experiment with a 
windfall will be strong, and the gamblers, like so 
many vultures, are circling around in the hope that 
they can separate the men from their money in the 
quickest possible way. 

Maginness’ murder has given rise to reports that 
more than a dozen gambling joints would be opened 
in St. Louis within the next few weeks to prey upon 
the veterans. The “400 Club,” apparently, was only 
one of a chain of gyp joints being prepared. It is 
difficult to imagine anything lower than a general 
plan to divert a huge sum of money from the pockets 
of the veterans and the normal channels of trade 
into the hands of the gamblers. 

The Post-Dispatch opposed the payment of the 
bonus at this time. We felt that the original provi- 
sion of the adjusted compensation law, passed in 
1924, that the bonus should not become payable until 
1945, should have been adhered to. It was shown that 
by paying the bonus now, the taxpayers were being 
called upon to pay a sum vastly in excess of the 
original bonus amount, this because, in calculating 
that amount, compound interest was included until 
1945. In other words, the country is paying interest 
which is not due and it must float interest-bearing 
securities to pay that interest. Furthermore, pay- 
ment of the bonus opens the way for a demand for 
service pensions which, if passed, will add more bil- 
lions to the staggering bill already rolled up in be- 
half of the veterans. 

Now, however, that the bonus is shortly to be 
paid, it would be tragic if the veterans should fall 
into the hands of crooks and gamblers. The police 
of St. Louis and St. Charles have been put on their 
guard by the Maginness murder. They and the police 
of other nearby communities will be looked to by the 
public to prevent the operation of such gyp joints 
as the “400 Club.” A general roundup of the scurvy 
boys of the underworld might help a good deal to 
avert a scandalous situation.

TIBETAN VS. AMERICAN METHOD. 

The new ruler of Tibet at last has been chosen, 
after more than two years of intensive efforts by 
the wise men of the realffi, says a report from Lhasa. 
The methods used in this process appear strange to 
Western eyes. The diviners have been busy, since 
the last Dalai Lama died, examining children 
born at about the time of his death. This search, 
failing, a deputation of high priests, sages, monks 
and philosophers went to a sacred lake, where they 
scrutinized the images on the water. There they 
saw a vision that led them to a house where the 
new ruler, accepted as a reincarnation of the de- 
parted one, was found. 

Yes, all these rites and incantations appear very 
strange to most of us. But as compared with the 
American method of “20 men in a smoke-filled room 
at 2 a. m.,” it has at least the advantage of enabling 
the diviners to breathe the pure and invigorating 
ozone of the Tibetan heights. 
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ST. LOUIS COUNTY AND ITS GOVERNMENT. 

Installation of a uniform system, of accounting for 
St. Louis County offices is now under way. The 
County Court, which appropriated $15,000 for the 
purpose, deserves praise for taking this first step 
toward bringing order into the chaos of county 
finances. ' 

The recent county grand jury, in one of its com- 
prehensive reports, voiced the conviction that the 
present governmental machinery, “designed for a rural 
county generations ago,” would bring the county to 
an early bankruptcy unless drastic remedial measures 
were taken. It urged a State constitutional amend- 
ment permitting the county to adopt a charter form 
of government best suited to its needs. 

It urged that, in the meantime, since an amend- 
ment could not be passed before 1938, action be taken 
immediately along the following lines: abolishment 
of all fee offices and placing of officials on fixed 
salaries; creation of an adequate system of account- 
ing for all funds and departments; improvement of 
procedure relative to collection of county revenues 
and establishment of a budget, strictly adhered to, in 
expending of funds, and consolidation of departments 
and functions under a more orderly administrative 
procedure, with trained personnel. 

One of these recommendations has been adopted.

Some of Congressman Marion Zioncheck’s antics are 
merely time-worn playboy stuff; others are offenses 
against parliamentary rules of courtesy; still others 
are outright breaches of the peace that would be 
reprehensible enough in a private citizen but are 
downright disgraceful in one who is elected to repre- 
sent the people in the national Congress. 

His latest exhibition, a disgusting braw] with the 
landlady of his apartment house, belongs in the 
last-named category. It is of a piece with his mad 
driving tactics, his fights with police and the tur- 
moil he stirred up in his recent visit to Puerto Rico. 
Seldom has a member of Congress made such a rec- 
ord of successive offenses against standards of de- 
cency and behavior. 

Writing in Collier’s, George Creel appraises Zion- 
check as able and sincere, but at the same time 
tangential and erratic.

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A FINE REPORT. 

No finer words have come from the present ses- 
sion of Congress than the Senate Education Com- 
mittee’s forthright declaration for educational free- 
dom in the District of Columbia.

Under the omnibus judgeship bill, the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York (New York City)—the “sore spot” 
which the Chief Justice singled out for unfavorable 
mention—would receive two additional Judges. That 
they are needed is not open to question. The Federal 
docket in New York City is now so congested that 
litigants must wait 22 months between the joinder 
of issue and trial in civil jury suits, 23 months ip 
equity suits and 27 months in admiralty suits. Yet 
because he is at odds with the administration over 
the distribution of patronage, Senator Copeland is 
blocking the bill to remedy this disgraceful situa- 
tion!

MERICANS used to know where to go. 

Horace Greeley’s advice was easy to give. 

It was not hard to predict that the west- 
ward current would continue until the good 
land was occupied. Long before that move- 
ment began to slacken, another tide of mi- 
gration started to carry farm people to the 
cities and gained increasing momentum 
from decade to decade. 

During the 1920s, the great majority of 
counties were losing more migrants than 
they were receiving. The great urban ag- 
glomerations increased tremendously, and in 


“some of them, as in a whirlpool, there was 


a counter-eddy out from the crowded center. 
The general motion was urban centraliza- 
tion; an undertow drew migrants out to 


the suburbs. 
* * . 


There can be little doubt that these two 
movements of population carried Americans, 
on the whole, in the direction of economic 
advantage. But the present holds no such 
easy certainty. For half a century, the fron- 
tier outlet has been closed, and for more 
than half a decade, the city gates also have 
been shut. When millions are out of work, 
where to go becomes an urgent question. 

In their perplexity, many thousands have 
drifted into a spontaneous back-to-the-land 
movement. Our governments have taken 
unprecedented steps to guide and control 
the placement of population. What are the 
results of these emergency measures? What 
can and what should be done to guide mi- 
gration toward genuine opportunity? 

Between 1930 and 1933, the long-time trend 
was reversed, and the farms gained more 
people than they lost. A number of observ- 
ers believed that the new trend would be 
permanent, and perhaps even more hoped 
it might prove so. Have the depression mi- 
grants led the way to a better distribution 
of our population? 

Such recent studies as those of the Na- 
tional Resources Board and the Study of 
Population Redistribution demonstrate deci- 
sively enough—and floods and dust storms 
demonstrate more effectively—that misguid- 
ed settlement, or population increase coupled 
with advancing erosion, have resulted in the 
practice of agrieulture in considerable 
areas in which it is impossible to raise a 
decent living, to support the social services 
or to prevent a rapid wasting of our soil 
resources, Details aside, efforts to provide 
other opportunities for those now caught in 
these situations, and to prevent recurrence 
of such catastrophes, must be regarded as 
soundly based. . 

* « * 

Perhaps it is industry that will move back 
to the land. We must therefore ask wheth- 
er a wide decentralization of industry is 
probable or desirable. To some the matter 
is a foregone conclusion, and many believe 
that a vast movement in this direction is 
already well begun. To this, at least, a 
definite answer can be given. 

In 1929, the Census of Manufactures se- 
lected a list of 200 counties, including all 
the important concentrations of manufac- 
turing employment in the United States and 
containing almost three-quarters of all the 
wage jobs. This small group of counties 


. 


held almost precisely the same proportion 
of the total employment, and paid slightly 
more than the same proportion of total 
wages, in 1933 as in 1899. The significant 
thing is that even the new developments in 
general were concentrated rather than scat- 
tered over the countryside. During an en- 
tire generation, there has been no net tend- 
ency toward the dispersion of employment 
to remote locations. 

Within these limited areas, however, a 
different type of decentralization has in 
fact taken place. In 1899, nearly two-fifths 
of all the wage jobs in manufacturing were 
concentrated in the principal cities of the 
great industrial areas, In 1933, only one- 
third were in the cities—a shrinkage of 16.6 
per cent. The corresponding gains occurred 
in their suburbs and peripheries and in the 
counties that appear in the shadfng of more 
moderate concentration. 

The characteristic movement, therefore, 
has been a diffusion or spreading of indus- 
try—rather than dispersion. Both popula- 
tion and manufactures have tended to move 
out from centers of the cities to their rim. 

With or without governmental interven- 
tion, it appears inevitable, barring a general 
economic collapse, that great currents of mi- 
gration will once more move out: of agricul- 


‘ture and from South to North and West: 


and it seems highly probable that a large 
and increasing part of the stream will find 
its way to the peripheries of the existing 
industrial areas.

In the future, as in the past, the invasion 
of large armies of raw recruits from. the 
country will make difficult the maintenance 
of labor standards or the organization of an 
effective pnion movement, though these 
threats would be still more serious if indus- 
try itself moved instead to the rural slums. 
But to attempt to hold the fast increasing 
surplus of farm manpower within the con- 
fines of agriculture would condemn to even 
deeper poverty many thousands of our peo- 
ple already existing on incomes that must 
seem almost unbelievably meager to any 
urban observer. 

Migration is- no solution for the problems 
of a genera] depression, and it is no pan- 
acea at any time. But the extraordinary 
contrasts between regions in income and 
opportunity appear to demonstrate the ex- 
istence of “population pockets” where in- 
ertia and lack of information, combined 
with excessive birthrates; keep the number 
of people far above that which the region 
can decently support. To reduce these in- 
equalities, and to adapt the working force 
ta, the changing opportunities of a dynamic 
society, migration on a large scale must re- 
main one of the essential methods of ad- 
justment, 

In a time in which it is harder than ever 
before for Americans to know where to go, 
it is a hopeful sign that the Government has 
begun to assume a greater responsibility 
for the placement of population.

Peter’s, attended by 40,000 pilgrims 
who came here especially for the 
occasion from throughout’ the 
world. 

Plea to Catholic Press. 

The Pope spoke for 55 minutes in 
Latin to members of the Catholic 
Action groups. 

“T have always been with you, 
and always will,” said the Pope. 

He returned again and again to 
his theme of combatting Commun- 
ism and paganism. The Catholic 
press, he declared, is one of the 
best forces in this fight. 

Observers recalled that much of 
the controversy between the Vati- 
can and Germany, where a pagan 
movement recently has _ gained 
strength, has centered around the 
Catholic press. The Pope recently 
organized a world Catholic press 
exposition. 

“T recommend it (the Catholic 
press) above all to be used con- 
stantly as the most powerful auxil- 
iary of Catholic action,” Pope Pius 
declared. His listeners interpreted 
the statement as an exhortation to 
support the Catholic press in its 
campaign against “Nazi paganism” 
and the “Red menace.” 

He repeatedly urged members of 
the Catholic Action organization to 
pray. He delivered a benediction 
to the bishops, clergy and laymen 
of Catholic Action. He exhorted 
“vigilance,” saying: 

“There have come upon us false 
teachers and false prophets who, 
under diverse names, under the pre- 
text of common geod on contrary 
thinking, are preparing worse ills 
for us, a compromise between truth 
and falsehood, saintliness and sin, 
the reign of the devil and the reign 
of God.” 

100 American Delegates. 

One hundred American delegates 
and 23 Cardinals attended the mass, 
celebrated by the dean of the Sac- 
red College, Cardinal Pignatelli di 
Belmonte. The Pope seemed weak 
but followed the ceremony atten-

Central States Life Insurance Co. 

Fails in Attempt to Get Order 

to Force Foreclosure. 

WASHINGTON, June 1. — The 
Central States Life Insurance Co. of 
St. Louis lost in the United States | 
Supreme Court today its effort to 
force foreclosure of the first mort- 
gage on the Park Plaza Hotel in 
St. Louis under which $3,070,000 in 
bonds held by the insurance com- 
pany were issued. 

The Supreme Court declined to 
review decisions of the lower courts 
that foreclosure of the mortgage 
at this time would not be justified 
-because of unfavorable conditions 
in the market for properties of that 
type. 

The Koplar Co., which issued the 
bonds, has a plan of reorganization 
for its holdings other than the Park 
Plaza pending under a bankruptcy 
procedure in Federal Court and the 
insurance company sought to fore- 
close the Park Plaza mortgage so 
that it might obtain a deficiency 
judgment under which a claim 
might be filed im the reorganization 
proceeding.

Foreign Police Association De- 
scribes System of Forced Mili- 
tary Regulations.

Foreign Policy Association said 

in a report today “a growing Nazi 
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terror” existed in the free city of 
Danzig.

PUT UP TO GRAND JURY 


Circuit Judge Douglas Calls 
June Panel’s Attention to 
Laws on Subject. 


Members of the June term grand 
jury, impaneled today, were: in- 
structed by Circuit Judge James 
M. Douglas to take cognizance of 
State statutes, under which book- 
making, pool-selling and operation 
of gambling devices are felonies, 
punishable on conviction by a pen- 
itentiary sentence of from two to 
five years, six months in the coun- 
ty jail, or a fine of $500. 

It was the first time in recent 


years that a Circuit Judge, impan- 
eling a grand jury, has directed the 
jury to consideration of these stat- 
utes, and many grand Juries, in the 
opinion of court attaches, have been 
hesitant about voting indictments 
for violation of anti-gambling stat- 
utes, because their instructions did 
not direct them to do so. The April 
term grand jury, which adjourned 
Friday, however, voted indictments 
of three persons, in connection with 
the operation of an alleged lottery. 

Judge Douglas also directed at- 
tention of the jury to récent cases 
of alleged fraud on the part of re- 
cipients of relief. “It has come to 
the Court’s attention that there 
have been evidences of fraud on 
the part of persons in an effort to 
secure relief,” he said. “These peo- 
ple deprive the real sufferers for 
whom relief funds were intended 
and if they receive aid on the basis 
of fraudulent representation, they 
should be prosecuted.” 

The need for further repair and 
renovation of the Municipal Courts 
Building, tong the ooject of crit- 
icism by grand juries, was also 
commented upon by Judge Douglas, 
who recommended that the jury 
study the condition of the building 
and make an effort to remedy the 
situation.

TWO MEN TO RECT 
SCHOOL PLAYGROUNDS 


Permanent Director Not Likely 
to Be Appointed This 
Season. 


Plans for conducting the summer 
playground system of the Board of 
Education have been formed, pre- 
paratory to opening the play- 
grounds two weeks from today, al- 
though no appointment of a per- 
manent director has been made. 
In connection with its recent 
adoption of a civic committee's re- 
port for co-ordination of the school 
and municipal playgrounds, the 
board has planned to combine the 
old positions of supervisor of rec- 
reation and director of physical ed- 
ucation. 
Several applications for the new 
job have been received from men 
of high standing in this field and 
taken under consideration by Su- 
perintendent of Instruction Henry 
J. Gerling. The superintendent told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry, that he did 
not expect the place would be filled 
this summer. The salary has not 
been determined. 
Two assistant superintendents 
will divide the summer period to 
direct the playgrounds, without ad- 
ditional pay. 
Appointments of the playground 
staff of about 300 men and women 
will be submitted to the board's 
Instruction Committee tonight. 
About 240 of these will be reap- 
pointed and about 40 will be new 
appointees. The new employes 
will be chosen from a large group 
which took a special course of 
training during the winter and 
many of them will be graduates 
of the board’s teachers’ colleges. 
Dr. Gerling said cost of the 
playgrounds probably would be 
somewhat higher than last year’s 
figure of about $55,000, with most 
of the money going for the pay- 
roll. He looked for an average 
daily attendance of about 30,000, 
compared with 26,792 last year. 
There will be 48 playgrounds on 
school property for white children 
and 10 for Negroes; last year there 
were only six for Negroes. 
A particular effort will be made 
to extend the service in congested 
residential areas, and to make all 
activities as inviting as possible, 
with more local pageantly. As last 
year, there will be no _ general 
pageant at the end of the season, 
but the money one would cost will 
be devoted to extension of the 
local work. Most of the play- 
grounds. will be open all day, but 
some only a half day. No evening 
held, the desire 
under the scheme of co-ordination 
with the city playground system 
being to concentrate on activities 
for children in the schoo] system. 
The board has hoped to have the 
prospective director of recreation 
and physical education take on al- 
so the duty, of co-ordinating all 
athletic activities of the schools 
and, perhaps, of directing health 
teaching. The latter function would 
not overlap the duty of the hygiene 
division which looks after imme- 
diate health problems of the pupils. 
Plans have been made for exten- 
sion of the Hadley Vocational 
School course in care of lawns and 
gardens. The Instruction Commit- 
tee will pass tonight on shifting of 
a portable school building to the 
board’s greenhouse tract, 3800 Blow 
street, for storage of tools and 
clothing by the pupils, who will 
work there beginning in September, 
instead of at the school. The class, 
which has numbered 20 boys, prob- 
ably wil. be enlarged.

ROM time immemorial! one of 
F tne major points of difference 
in the bidding of bridge hands 
has been on the subject of pre-

Sia was bad, inasmuch as his 
partner had not yet passed, and 
he himself held more than three de- 
fensive honor tricks. It always has 
been an important tenet of the Cul- 
bertson system that pre-emptive 
bids, partner not yet having passed, 
should have an upper limit of two 
plus honor tricks. The reason for 
this rule is, of course, obvious:

Speed Tests 
Are Unjust 
To Children 


They Frighten Pupils and 
Prove No More Than 
Leisurely Efforts.

UST why some supervisors in- 
J sis upon timing the children on 

arithmetical operations is a 
puzzle to me. If a child knows the 
right answers Friday morning at 
9:30, he knows them. If he does 
not, forcing him to try to find the 
right answers un- 
der the pressure 
of a stop watch 
and driving force 
in. the _ teacher, 
will not help him 
to know them. It 
will drive out of 
head all that lit- 
tle he did know 
and frighten him 
most out of his 
senses into the 
bargain. One dis- 
likes exceedingly 
what frightens 
one, and avoids 
it whenever pos- 
sible. Those chil- 
dren who fail on the Friday morn- 
ing’s speed test do not improve 
from week to week. They usually 
get worse and the reason is clear. 

The worst of the whole mistaken 
business is the reports the teacher 
sends home “Friday afternoon. 
“Dear Madam: Your child failed 
again this morning on his ,speed 
test in numbers. Kindly seé that 
he studies to improve his marks. 
Unless there is considerable im- 
provement by the end ofthis month 
his chances for promotion are poor. 
Sincerely yours——” 
Now that threat of non-promo- 
tion is about the worst that can be 
held over a child’s head. It is the 
one threat that many parents of 
public school children take to heart. 
They take it to mean a loss of six 
months’ time, a threat of family 
disgrace, an indication of neglect 
and wickedness on the part of the 
failing child. Their remedy for all 
this is a beating for the child. 
Many children have been brutally 
treated because they failed to come 
under the wire at Friday’s speed 
test. Surely such a result is far 
from the desire of the worthy su- 
pervisor who asks for 75 per cent 
of each class to answer 100 per cent 
perfect under the stop-watch. 
* * ™ 

T tor the children who can make 

the required time. Those who 
manage it easily are not helped. 
They are just as fit as before, minus 
the nervous energy and consequent 
strain of the ordeal. Those whose 
nervous systems are not so sturdy 
are badly shaken. The fear that 
they will make a mistake, that they 
will not have their pencil down at 
the fateful instant when TIME is 
called, brings on mental confusion. 
They lose their hold and stumble 
blindly through the exercise and 
suffer anguish the while it lasts. 
And afterwards for them ‘to get 
that note to take home. What value 
is there in a speed test, that can 
come anywhere near making good, 
to the children for the strain of its 
performance? I have never found 
any. 
Usually this test comes Friday 
morning right after assembly, when 
the children are at the best. By 
Friday their best is a bit‘ frayed at 
the edges under any conditions. 
This test about finishes them, espe- 
cially the sensitive ones who are 
most fatigued at the week-end. The 
rest of the day is spoiled by the 
thought of the result, and the pos- 
sible home report and the failure on 
the record. Children think a great 
deal of such things; make no mis- 
take about that. 
The test that cannot be completed 
by a child, however studious and 
bright he may be, is another strain 
children endure. *These tests begin 
with elementary facts in forms of 
questions or tables and finish high 
in the educational scale. The pupil 
in the elementary grades can do 
only a bit of such a test, yet he is 
handed the sheet and told to do 
his best. Could one do his best 
when his jailer gave him a broom 
to sweep the sea or drown? There 
are many forms of cruelty | still 
practiced on helpless children, and 
among them are some forms of 
tests.

Relation of 


Bone Health 
And Sunshine 


Calcium Utilized Only When 
Sun-Caused Vitamin D Is 
Present.

HERE are four little glands in 
T tne neck behind the thyroid, 
known as the “parathyroids,” 
which have to do with calcium nu. 
trition, bone and 
tooth growth. 
An interesting 
recent develop- 
ment in the study 
of these impor- 
tant structures 
has been that of 
Wilder and How- 
ell, of the Mayo 
Clinic, who have 
found that par- 
athyroid. disturb- 
ance occurs most 
ofte in the 
northern part of 
the United States 
—that is, in the 
regions receiving 
relatively little sunshine. This find- 
ing hooks up with the known facts 
about the influence of sunshine 
upon that disorder of bone and 
tooth growth known as “rickets.” 
We have often pointed out in this 
column that sunshine has a definite 
influence upon the development of 
rickets. This is particularly due to 
the fact that bone health is depend- 
end upon the presence of vitamin 
D in the blood stream, and vitamin 
D is formed in the animal body by 
the action of sunshine on the skin, 


Interdependent. 


The whole cycle makes an inter 
esting example of the interdepend- 
ence of different functions of the 
body. Bone is made from calcium, 
and calcium is obtained in the food. 
A deficiency of calcium will cause 
rickets, and yet a sufficiency of cal- 
cium in the diet, in the absence of 
other factors, will mot prevent rick- 
ets. These other factors are (first) 
the presence of vitamin D and (seo 
ond) the function of the parathy~ 
roid glands. 

What apparently happens is that 
the bones and teeth utilize calcium 
only when the calcium is activated 
by vitamin D, and the bony cells 
are stimulated by the parathyroid 
secretion. 

We have known for some time, as 
has been said above, that the for- 
mation of vitamin D is dependent 
upon sunshine, but we are only now 
learning that the activity of the 
parathyroid glands is also depend- 
ent upon sunshine. 

The investigators mentioned did 
not necessarily find proved cases of 
rickets. They found indications 
that the parathyroid glands were 
attempting to increase their secre- 
tion, and that in the North Atlantie 
states, the upper Mississippi valley, 
and in England and Scotland, the 
glands were definitely enlarged. 
This is evidently a compensatory 
reaction, a straining on the part of 
the gland to provide sufficient se- 
cretion to utilize the ' diminished 
amount of vitamin D which comes 
from too little sunshine. 

Not only the actual comparative 
sunniness of the country is impor- 
tant, but the absence of smoke and 
dust and sooty particles in the air, 
which come with the activities of 
an industrial community, deter- 
mines the reaction.
